The trade returns for June, 1902, show a decrease as com- 
pared with the corresponding month of 1901 in the values of the 
Imports into the United Kingdom, and of the Exports of British 
and Irish produce and manufactures, but an increase in the values 
of the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in June, 1902, was 40,665,3151., 
a decrease of 1,045,723/., or 2°5 per cent., as compared with 
those in June, 1901, whilst the total Exports amounted to 
26,861,5111., showing a net decrease of 1,105,183/. The Exports 
of British and Irish produce and manufactures alone show a 
decrease of 1,192,041/., or 5°3 per cent., as compared with June, 
1901, whilst there is an increase of 86,858/., or 16 per cent. in 
the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN JUNE, 1902, 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the month ended June, 1902, amounted to 3,360,345 tons, and the 
tonnage cleared to 3,582,450 tons, as against 3,187,445 tons entered 
and 3,767,721 tons cleared in the month of June, 1901. With 
regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes 
during June, 1902, amounted to 2,561,593 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,520,816 tons, as against 2,564,713 tons entered, and 
2,537,721 tons cleared in June, 1901. 


VI.—SIX MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-JUNE). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at port¢ in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the six months ended 31st June, 1902, amounted to 17,827,397 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 21,101,285 tons, as against 17,067,529 
tons entered and 21,064,057 tons cleared in a similar period of the 
year 1901. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
with cargoes during the first six months of 1902 amounted to 
15,331,900 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 15,099,552 tons, as 
against 14,830,718 tons, entered, and 14,691,901 tons cleared in the 
first six months of the year 1901. 


TRADE OF FOREIGN COUNTRIES AND BRITISH 
POSSESSIONS. 


On pp. 86-7 will be found tables* relating to the value of the 
trade of foreign countries and British possessions for the latest 
periods for which returns have been received in each case. 

A comparison of the trade accounts of various countries is made 
more difficult by the different periods to which the statistics refer. 
Accordingly, the following summary table* has been prepared show- 
ing the total imports and exports of the principal countries for 
which the particulars can be given up to April, 1902, inclu- 
sive, and referring in all cases to the same period, viz., the four 
months of January—April. The corresponding figures for 1901

GERMAN TRADE IN 1901. 


With reference to the comparative statement of trade of twelve 
leading foreign countries for 1901, given in the introductory note 
to the monthly accounts of the Trade of Foreign Countries of 
1902, published by the Commercial Department of the Board of 
Trade, a statement which was reproduced on p. 494 of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” for 13th March last, it may be of interest to 
point out that the German definite figures, based on the valuations 
since 1901 (see introductory note above referred to), have just 
appeared in the “ Vierteljahrshefte” and show a considerable 
reduction from the provisional figures formerly given. 

The following table shows the definite figures with the 1900 and 
1899 figures added for the sake of comparison, viz. :—

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CENTRAL ASIAN COTTON CROPS. 

The British Commercial Agent in Russia reports that the official 
“Commercial and Industrial: Gazette” of 11th/24th June, 1902, 
gives the following information with reference to the condition of 
the Central Asian cotton crops at the end of May (middle June) :— 

This year the area under cotton cultivation has considerably 
decreased. Compared with last year, the total diminution is from 


20 to 25 per cent., caused mainly by the fear of locusts, which . 
t 


deposited last autumn a mass of eggs over an enormous extent, in 
consequence of which Moscow firms operating in the district 
suspended in the spring the grant of advances on cotton. The 
prominent increase in the cotton sowings of late years, largely at 
the expense of grain crops, entailed, too, a dearness both of forage 
and breadstuffs in the cotton districts. The ravages of locusts 
drove some of the natives to return to grain sowing, all the more 
so that prices for grain rose considerably. At present the con- 
dition of the cotton crops, retarded in most districts in their first 
development by a late and cold spring, is favourable enough, while 
no particular damage has been done in most localities by locusts, 
thanks to timely and energetic measures taken both by the 
authorities and by the population. 

The following is a summary of the details given with regard to 
each district :— 

Namangan District.— Area under cultivation decreased 25 to 30 
per cent. Hardly any locusts. Condition in general of crops 
fully satisfactory. 

Andijan District.—Area under cultivation decreased 40 per cent. 
Locusts pretty well exterminated except in Ooch-Kourgan commune. 
Conditions so far satisfactory, except in two communes suffering 
from over-humidity. 

lan District—Area under cultivation decreased 20 per cent. 
Growth normal. Partial swoops of locusts, but in limited quantity, 

Kokand District.— Area under cultivation decreased 25 per cent. 
Atmospheric conditions hitherto unsatisfactory. Growths suffered 
in consequence, but in general now improving. 

Tedjenski District.—In the district itself, from want of water, no 
cotton sown. In the villages of the Atekski rural district area under 
cultivation as last year, and condition excellent. In Merv district 
and at Bairam-Ali very little water. Area under cultivation half 
what it was last year, and unless water sufficient in July, crops 
will be destroyed. No locusts. 

Khodjent District.— Sowings increased 25 per cent. Growth very 
successful, and prospects excellent. No locusts. Only in Sretenski 
settlement considerable part of the sowings seriously damaged by 
locusts and snowstorm. 

Katta-Kourgan District—Sowings one-third less. Growth every- 
where good, and plenty of water so far. Locusts destroyed 
sowings near hilly localities. 

Possessions—Area under cultivation somewhat in- 
creased. Growths very satisfactory. No locusts at all, except in 
the Kerminin beyship, and these, though abundant, flew off into 
grassy districts before harm was done.

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PUBLICATIONS RELATIVE TO CUSTOMS DUTIES 
ABROAD. 


Attention is directed to the fact that the Board of Trade issued 
last year a return of Colonial Import Duties, and have just issued 
a similar return of Foreign Import Duties (see sale particulars of 
both on p. XI.). These returns classify the duties by groups of 
articles, so that the rates of duty levied in each colony, or each 
foreign country, on a given group of articles may be seen together. 

The Foreign Import Duties Return deals solely with duties 
levied in European countries, the United States of America, and 
Japan, upon the produce and manufactures of the United Kingdom. 
The following is the opening paragraph to the Introductory Note 
to this Return :— 

“‘ Since the publication four years ago of the last Return relating 
“ to ‘Foreign Import Duties’ (House of Commons Paper, No. 376 
“of Session 1897), more or less extensive alterations have been 
“ made in the Customs tariffs of several of the countries for which 
“ particulars were given. These alterations have been duly noti- 
“fied in the ‘Board of Trade Journal,’ but it is now considered 
“ desirable to issue a further return, embodyin all the changes 
“‘ which have been notified to the Board of Trade up to date. The 
‘“* Board hope, in view of the important nature of the information 
“ contained in the Return, and its practical usefulness to British 
“merchants and manufacturers, to issue a corresponding Return 
“ annually for the future.” 

Copies of both these publications are supplied by the Board of 
Trade to the principal Chambers of Commerce throughout the 
country, and are filed for reference at the offices of those bodies.

Attention is further directed to the work of the International 
Bureau established in Brussels under a convention concluded in 
1890 for the translation and publication in several languages of 
the complete Customs Tariffs of the principal nations of the 
world and of their Colonies and other possessions. His Majesty’s 
Government, in common with the Governments of most other 
countries, is a contributory towards the expenses of this Bureau, 
and the publications of the Bureau may therefore be looked upon 
as partaking of an authoritative character.

H.M. Consul at Copenhagen, in his recent report, states that the 
Import Duties Danish Customs authorities have a system for 
SL gare giving credit for the duty payable on imported | 
goods (credit oplag). Any importer may take 

his goods out of bond and remove them to his 
own premises. There he can deal with them, sell them, blend 
them, or re-export them, and only at the end of every quarter is 
he called upon to pay the duty on what he has sold. A Customs 
officer takes stock on the importer’s premises, and makes out a 
bill for the duty payable on what has been disposed of since his 
last visit. 

In this way every importer has practically a bonded store in his 
own warehouse, however small it may be. He has no bonding 
expenses to pay, and is only called upon at the end of every 
quarter to settle for the duty on the quantity of goods he has 
actually sold. What he has still on hand remains over free of 
duty during successive quarters until sold, i.e., as long as he can 
show that the goods are in stock he pays no duty. There are 
some restrictions as to the breaking of original packages, re- 
packing, &c., but the system is undoubtedly a great help to 
importers, and it is claimed that it rarely results in loss to the 
revenue. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,829.)

“In the assessment of duty the currency of the invoice is reduced 
‘to the money of account of the United States upon the basis of 

“ the values of foreign coins at the date of shipment, as proclaimed 
“by the Secretary of the Treasury for the Ist day of January, 
“ April, July, and October of each year. The date of the consular 
“ certification of any invoice shall, for the purposes of this section, 
“be considered the date of exportation. In the absence of a 
“ currency certificate no allowance will be made for depreciated 
“ currency. 

“When an invoice is certified by a Consul of a nation at the 
“time in amity with the United States, or by two respectable 
‘“*‘ merchants, as provided by Section 2,844, Revised Statutes, the 
“ currency certificate required by Section 2,903, Revised Statutes, 
“may be issued by the foreign Consul or the two respectable 
“ merchants who certify the invoice. 

“For statistical purposes currency certificates are required for 
** all invoices of merchandise purchased and paid for in depreciated 
** currency, without regard to the dutiable or non-dutiable character 
“ of the merchandise.” 

Sapphire meter jewels or compass centres.—Articles known as 
sapphire meter jewels or compass centres are dutiable at the rate - 
of 35 per cent. ad valorem as articles composed of a mineral sub- 
stance, undecorated, not specially provided for, under paragraph 
97 of the Tariff. 

Chinese cucumbers.—So-called Chinese cucumbers, imported in a 


prepared or preserved state, are dutiable under the provisions of 
paragraph 241 of the Tariff at the rate of 40 per cent. ad valorem,,. 
and not under the provisions of paragraph 263 as sweetmeats. 
Metal thread.—An article made by winding tinsel wire around 
cotton thread, the former being of chief value, is dutiable as metal 
thread, at the rate of 5 cents per pound and 35 per cent. ad valorem, 


under paragraph 179 of the Tariff, and not as a manufacture of 


metal thread, 

Fringed linens—method of ascertaining weight.—To ascertain the 
weight per square yard of fringed linen goods for the purpose of 
finding the appropriate rate of duty under paragraph 346 of the 
Tariff, the weight of the solid portion of the fabric should be 
divided by the area of the same portion, the weight and area of 
the fringe being disregarded in the computation. ,

In addition to the above, a royalty at the rate of 10 cents per 
ton of 2,000 pounds shall be levied and collected on the output of 
the mine, and it will be necessary for the person working a mine 
to furnish the Agent of Dominion Lands with sworn returns 
monthly, or at such times as the Minister of the Interior may 
direct, accounting for the full quantity of coal mined, and pay the 
royalty thereon at the above rate.

RUSSIA. 

A report drawn up by H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw on the 
The Warsaw Warsaw Wool Fair of 1902, states that the 
Wool Fair of woollen trade suffered severely from the financial 

1902 crisis in 1900 and 1901 which produced a 

‘ considerable fall in the price of wool, amounting 

to 25 thalers per centner, or 9s. 4d. per pack of 240 lbs., at the fair 
of 1901. During last year, however, a considerable amelioration 
set in in the woo!len trade and it soon became evident that merchants 

had not bought sufficient quantities of wool, expecting probably a 

further depression in the trade and consequent fall in price of the 

raw material. As this did not take place, the market became 
firmer and a general rise in prices was noticed at all fairs in Silesia 
which were held before the Warsaw fair of 17th and 18th June. 

The cold spring delayed shearing and consequently the packing of 

the wool, which arrived this year later than usual at the 

fair. The cold and wet weather is also stated to have tended to 
lessen the quantity of the clip. The packing was as usual very 
good, and the washing even better than in previous years but this 
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may be only apparent and due to the complete absence of dust on 
the roads when the woo! was brought to the fair. 

Disease amongst sheep in some districts-in Poland and a 
tendency to replace sheepbreeding by dairy farming probably also. 
account for a certain falling-off in the quantity of wool put up for 
sale at the fair which was in 1902, 47,554 pouds = 7,133 packs of 
240 lbs., 1,021 packs less than in 1901. Part of this deficiency 
will, however, very likely be made up by parcels of wool which will 
reach the fair after the official closing. 

The tendency of the market was very firm from the beginning 
of the fair, and the very first traasactions showed that prices would 
be considerably higher than in 1901. The difference ranged from 
Rs. 7:20 = 15s. 3d. to Rs. 18 = 11. 18s. 2d. per pack of 240 lbs., 
in some cases, where the packing was exceptionally good, the rise 
was even bigger. 

When the higher qualities were disposed of, the buying fever did 
not diminish, and an increase of prices at the same rate was noted 
for inferior qualities, which fetched from 15s. to 11. 18s. per pack 
more than in 1901. 

On the first day 6,000 pouds = 900 packs, and on the second day 
30,000 pouds.= 4,500 packs, were sold, amounting together to the 
total quantity disposed of at last year’s fair. The demand was 
considerably larger than the supply, so that practically no wool, 
or only small quantities of inferior qualities, will remain unsold 
this year. Fairly large quantities had been bought up by middle- 
men before the fair at higher prices than those which ultimately 
ruled at the fair, and now that producers of woollen goods have not 
been able to buy as much wool as they require, these middlemen 
are holding over their stocks in the hope of obtaining higher prices 
after the closing of the fair. 

Most of the wool was bought up by local mills at Kalisz, Zgierz 
and Tomaszow, either direct or through middlemen. Representa- 
tives of Bialystok and Russian mills were amongst the buyers, 
whilst small quantities were also sold to Silesia.

by the Russian Ministry of Finance. 

This memorandum states that enquiries made concerning the 
complicated provisions of the new stamp tax in Russia make it 
clear that to invoices and accounts relating to the sale of goods in 
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England to buyers in Russia, stamps at, the lower rate of 40 copecks 
per 1,000 roubles should be.affixed, and though these stamps may 
be affixed in England, Article 130 of the Regulations provides. that 
the first receiver of such documents “ before taking any action in 
regard to them (exhibition, attestation discount, production to a 
Government institution or official) ” shall pay the duty. 

If any document does not come under the description embodied 
in Articles 50-61 of the Regulations, it is suggested that full 
particulars should be sent to the Ministry of Finance which will 
decide in which category it ought to be included. 

The deeds and documents to which the higher rate is applicable 
would seem to be :— 

(1) Title deeds and ne deeds, with exceptions in favour 
of the Nobility Land Bank, &c. (Article 57, Sections 6, 7). 

(2) Receipts for loans. 

(3) Certain contracts, the nature of which is not very clearly 
defined, but which do not include Charter Parties nor agreements 
for the ‘purchase or sale of goods.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increas- 
ing demand for —_ and accurate information on commercial matters, 
so far as it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish 
this new branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recom. 
mendations contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee com- 
posed not only of representatives of the various Government Departments 
concerned, but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, 
which was appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was re- 
quested to consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and 
of disseminating among those interested prompt and accurate information 
upon commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, 
and the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become 
a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, 
it is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may 
be addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer 

under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 

epartments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who 
recently acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into 
the condition and prospects of British trade in certain South American 
countries. The “Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application 
being made to it, to supply information with regard to the following sub- 
jects, viz.:—Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and 
Colonial Tariffs; Excise and “ Consumption” duties ; Port, Harbour, and 
Tonnage dues, and other charges on Shipping; Customs Kegulations ; 
Consular Fees; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers; Trading Licenses; Foreign and Colonial Con- 
tracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists of Firms 
abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, §c., Sc. 
An inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which inteliigence collected by the Branch and intended for general in- 
formation is conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close 
of 1899, was issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly 
at the price of 1d.
